Daring 
the  we-rk  "beginnin.":  F^braary  22,  a  roprescntativo  of  each  f;:>mily  idll  register  for 
War  Ration  Book  h-jijiber  Two  —  that's  the  point  ration  book  that  vdll  be  iised  for 
canned  goods  and  later  for  other  things.     V/lien  you.  register,  take  War  Ra.tion  Book 
ITurabcr  One  v.dth  you,  and  also  be  jjroparod  to  declare  the  stock  of  coJined  goods 
— commercially  crnned  goods  —  that  you  havo  on  hand.  If  you  have  more  thaji  five 
cans  per  -person  of  the  foods  to  be  rationed  —  that  is,  more  than  five  caais  of 
8  ounces  or^  lav ..r  —  an  S-Doint  stsiap  vdll  be  taken  out  of  your  no\</  book  for  each 
oxcoss  caji.     If  you.  don't  have  enough  8-point  stajups  the  ration  board  v/ill  mairo  a. 
notation  on  your  book  end  take  more  ouit  of  your  next  book.     Only  B--ooint  stsjnps 
vdll  be  re.moved  for  excess  cans.     You'll  retain  the  other  stajnps —  and  thcj-  ajnount 
to  half  the  points  in  the  book  —  so  you  can  keep  a  variety  of  food  on  youir  ta.ble. 
You  do  not  declare  home-pro  ceased  foods.  ITo  stranps  vdll  bo  taJeon  from  you.r  book  fo 
home-canned  or  homo-processed  foods. 

Nov;,  to  repeat  some  dates:     you  vdll  not  be  able  to  buy  the  comerciall'/'  processed 
foods  tha/G  vdll  bo  rationed,  from  midnight  on  Sa.turday,  Foei-tiary  20,  until  Monday, 
March  first.     The  tine  to  register  for  V7ar  Ration  Book  Two  and  to  declare  your 
stocks  of  rationed  goods  is  during  the  v^c -k  b  'ginning  Monda.y,  February  22,  Fxact 
dates  to  be  annonjnced  locally. 

The  foods  to  be  rationed,  be;ginning  March  first,  are  commercially  c-^nned  fruits, 
fruit  juices,  vegetables,  vegetable  juices,  souos  and  bahy  foods  —  AiTD  frozen, 
dried,  and  duhydra.ted  fxmits  and  vege'i; '  eles . 
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
